Church leader urges fight against sexual revolution 


SALT LAKE CITY (U PI) - The 


president of the Mormon Church urged 


his 3.3 million followers today to fight 


against the sexual revolution —from 


streaking and pornography to unisex 


styles and homosexuality. 
Spencer W. Kimball, 79, the “ prop­ 
het, seer and revelator”of the Mor­ 
mons, opened the church’s fall confer­ 
ence by w arning th at perm issiveness 
m ay be destroying the m oral fabric of 
a generation. 


“ We live in a culture which vene­ 


rates sex, streaking and sim ilar craz­ 


es,” Kimball told 8,000 persons jam ­ 


m ed into the Salt Lake T aoem acle and 


thousands m ore w atching on television. 


“ How low can hum ans plunge! 
“ We call upon all of our people to do 
all in their pow er to offset this ugly 
revolution,” Kimball said. 
H e 
lam ented 
that 
pornography 
“ seem ingly cannot be stopped by legis­ 
lation,” then argued there is a link be­ 


tween it “ and the low, sexual drives 


and perversions” and “ a definite rela­ 


tionship to crim e.” 


“ We live in a perm issive world, but 


we m ust m ake certain we do not be­ 


com e a p art of that degenerate w orld,” 
he said. 
“ We seem to shrink aw ay from pu­ 
nishing of crim inals, the disciplining of 
children, or to lock up the m ad.” 
The church leader w arned that those 
whc disobey God's com m andm ents will 


“ suffer rem orse and pain.” Specifical­ 
ly: 


— Homosexuality: “ Every form of 
hom osexuality is sin ...” 


—Unisex styles: “ Some people are 


ignorant or vicious and apparently at­ 
tem pting to destroy the concept of 
m asculinity and fem inity ... God m ade 
m an in his own im age, m ale and fe­ 
m ale m ade he them .” 
—Sex 
changes: 
“ The 
Lord 
knew 
best. C ertainly men and women who 


would change their sex status will an­ 
sw er to their m ak er.” 
—Sterilizing operations: “ We are ag­ 
hast at the reports of young people 
going to surgery to lim it their fam ilies. 
—Abortions: “ We deplore the report­ 
ed million unborn children who will 
lose their lives in thie country this 
y ear.” 
—Divorce: “ Husbands and wives ... 
m ust not break up their homes with 
divorce and especially through infidel­ 
ity and im m orality.” 


—Polygam y: “ We w arn you against 


the so-called polygam y cults 
which 


would lead you astray. R em em ber the 


Lord brought an end to this program 


m any decades ago through a prophet 


who proclaim ed the revelation to the 
w orld.” 
The church gave up polygam y in the 
1890s, following a revelation by Mor­ 
mon President Wilford Woodruff, but 
scattered fam ilies still practice it in se­ 
cret.

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Soxbe: put more in jail 
to stop crime increase

G eneral William 
B. Saxbe, citing a 
new FBI report of a 16 per cent rise in 
the crim e rate for the first halt of 1974, 
says the way to stop the increase is to 
send m ore people to jail. 
“Statistics show that 80 per cent of 
those actually convicted of felonies ne­ 
ver wind up serving a day in prison,” 
Saxbe 
said 
in 
a 
news 
conference 
Thursday, a few hours before the new 
FBI crim e report w as m ade public. 
“ The consensus being that the grea­ 


test deterrent to crim e is certainty that 
they are going to prison, right now the 
odds are real big that they will never 
go to prison,” Saxbe said. 
Justice D epartm ent officials Thurs­ 
day said they w ere unable to provide 
detailed information to back up the 80 
per cent estim ate. Saxbe, in a later in­ 
terview gave the sam e 80 per cent fig­ 
ure as applying to m isdem eanors as 
well as felonies. 
The FBI report showed that the na­ 
tional crim e rate, compiled irom state 


and local reports, has continued to rise 
since late 1973. The 16 per cent overall 
increase was in relation to a sim ilar 
period last year. 
It showed the areas of m ost danger 
from violent crim es are shifting from 
inner cities to the suburbs and rural 
areas. Suburban crim e was up 21 per 
cent; rural crim e, up 19 per cent. Ma­ 
jor cities generally had sm aller in­ 
creases. 
Saxbe told reporters: “ We feel th at 
we can reduce the odds (of avoiding 


prison) by concentrating on the career 
crim inal.” The LEAA already plans to 
g ian t 
$3 
million 
to 
ten 
cities 
to 
try this out. Saxbe said the cities have 
not yet been chosen. 
Saxbe indicated still m ore funds will 
be shifted from police work to prosecu­ 
tion in an attem pt to get faster trials 
and m ore certain punishment as a bet­ 
ter deterrent to crim e. He said the 
Justice D epartm ent is shifting funds 
from “ bricks and m o rtar” to prosecu­ 
tion.

Victim lures rapists to home, 
kills one as family watches 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (U PI) - A 
woman, who w as raped by two men, 
asked them to a return date and then 
killed one with a shotgun as her family 
looked on, police said today. 
D eborah K antaeng, 19, was booked 
on suspicion of m urder. 
Police said she told them that she 
w as abducted by two men as she left 
work in a C erritos shopping center 
W ednesday and they drove her to a 
park in Santa Ana and raped her. 
In return for releasing her without 
further harm , she said, she prom ised 
ro t to call police and to give them her 
telephone num ber so they could reach 
her again. 


They called Thursday afternoon, and 
it was agreed they would come to her 
home, investigators said. 
Police said when the two men wal­ 
ked in, they found them selves con­ 
fronted by Miss K antaeng, who was 
holding a shotgun. The woman’s fath­ 
er, two brothers and girlfriend w ere 
also present, police said. 
Miss K antaeng killed one of the men, 
blasting him in the neck, police said. 
His identity w as withheld until his 
fam ily was notified. 
The other m an fled. Police later ar­ 
rested Carl Tice, 21, of Santa Ana, Ca­ 
lif. He w as held for investigation of 
m urder and rape.

The representatives of Kuwait and 
Iran said they had tried since Febr­ 
uary to m eet with oil consum ing na­ 
tions and discuss m utual problem s, but 
their requests were not granted until 
this week. 
The Arabs indicated they would be 
willing to cut oil prices in return for 
cuts in comm odity prices by industria­ 
lized nations. 
For exam ple, said Iranian A m bassa­ 
dor A rdesheir Zahdei, a half a barrel 
of oil used to buy a bushel of w heat, 
but it now takes four b arrels to buy a 
bushel. 
“ The United States is interested in 
reducing the price of oil,” he said. “ If 
that is so, how about it also reducing 
the price of other com m odities? 
“ We are willing. We need the friend­ 
ship of the West, 1 think we are as 
anxious as any of you to solve the 
problem .”

“ The fact that the spreads are wider 
would suggest they (retail food stores) 
w ere able to take advantage of this

All are 
free on bail.

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7 fewer now in school district 
Wentz rebuffs charge of 
too many administrators

Thefe 
are 
seven 
fewer 
admin­ 
istrators, in Pomona schools now than 
were during peak enrollment periods in 
1969-70. Schools Supt. Robert F. Wentz 
sold today. 
Wentz was responding to a charge 
made last week by Associated Pomona 
Teachers (APT) President Ray Lahar. 
At a school board meeting. I ihar s id 
the district had a “bloated and swollen 
administrative structure.” 
It just isn't true, Wentz mnintaned. 
He said Pcmor.:: schools spend about 
S25 per year per pupil on admin­ 
istrative salaries, just under 3 per cent 
of the u tal budget. 
Five years ago, in 1969-70. enroll­ 
ment in Pomona pubiic schools peaked 
at almost 23,000. At that time there 
was a certificated, classified and non­ 
classified stati of 2,126. Included in this 
c roup were 78 administrators. The bud­ 
get than was $17 million. 
Today the budget is $23 million. En­ 
rollment is almost 20,000. There is « 
total staff of 2,987. includi g 71 admin­ 
istrators, Wentz said. 


Lahar declined to elaborate on his 
statement when contacted this week. 
“1 prefer not to respond until after the 
election,” he said. “ 1 made my orig 
ir.al statement because that was the lo­ 
gical time to make it. But 1 think 
we've all got to pi T together at this 
time.” 
The election he referred to is the 
$1.4-1 pzr $10J assessed valuation tax 
override tbs district is proposing as 
Proposition QQ on the Nov. 5 ballot. 
"Many of these administrative posi­ 
tions have been created to handle the 
numerous special projects which have 
been instituted in our district, meeting 
the legal requirements inherent in the 
tcderal and state funding of these pro­ 
jects," said Wentz. 
Included in these special projects are 
language ant* and math, Early Child­ 
hood Education, and education for dis- 
ad\ ¿staged youth, funded by the Ele­ 
mentary* and Secondary Education Act 
an ' now amounting to about $2 million 
of the budcet.

LIMA, Peru (UPI) — Government 
officials today put the official death 
toll in Thursday’s Peruvian earthquake 
at 44 with another 806 persons injured 
and the damage in the millions of dol­ 
lars. Tens of thousands of persons 
were homeless. 
The death toll was considered sur­ 
prisingly light in view of the intensity 
of the quake which jolted Peru’s cen­ 
tral coast, pushed back Pacific ocean 
waters and demolished hundreds of 
adobe huts and brick buildings. 
Seismologists said the intensity of 
the quake was greater than the one 
that killed more than 67.000 persons in 
1970. But this time heavily populated 
areas escaped the full force of the tem­ 
blor. 
Rescue workers provided temporary 
shelters and supplies for the homeless 
white the government began the grim 
work of cleaning up the debris left 
when the quake shook Lima for more 
than tv.o minutes, collapsing buildings 
and sending residents into the streets 
in panic. 
The military government of Presi­ 
dent Juan Velasco Alvarado, marking 
its sixth anniversary in office today, 
met in emergency session late Thurs­ 
day to coordinate rescue operations. 
The National Geophysical Institute 


said the epicenter of the earthquake 
was in the Pacific ocean 30 to 50 miles 
southwest of Lima. The tremor regist­ 
ered 7.8 on the 10-point Richter scale. 
It shook the capital of 3.5 million 
persons violently for two minutes and 
15 seconds and was felt in Lima more 
strcrgly than a 1070 quake that devas­ 
tated the northern half ot the country 
and left 67,000 dead. 
Peru, situated on one of the largest 
geological faults in the world, expe­ 
riences some 200 earth tremors a year, 
most of them too small to be felt by all 
except the most sensitive instruments. 
Fifty per cent of the houses in large 
suburbs of Lima like Chorillos and Mo­ 
linas were reported destroyed or heav­ 
ily damaged. 
“Chorillos is like a devastated city,” 
a photographer said. 
The earthquake struck at 9:21 a.m. 
and was felt in the heart of the Andes 
mountains at Cuzco, 350 miles away. 
In small cities to the south, like Ca- 
nc-ie, lea and Chinca, hundreds of old 
adobe homes were reduced to rubble. 
The earthquake knocked off the top 
floor of the three-story National Nava! 
Academy in Callao, Lima s port su­ 
burb, killing one midshipman. 
The waters receded 150 yards from 
the coast In the southern port of Pisco 
and in Calloa, overturning or beaching 
fishing boats and a freighter. 


Monetary Fund studying plan 


for loans from oil nations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tb? manae- 
ing director of the International Mo­ 
netary Fund said today the IMF is 
considering a proposal for oil produc­ 
ing nations to help finance huge loans 
to poorer countries hard hit by high 
petroleum prices. 
H. J. Witteveen said no definite fig­ 
ures have been discussed and that such 
a plan could not possibly go into efiec t 
before January. 
The Washington Post reported today 
oil producing countries might help fi­ 
nance up to *10 billion in loans to poo­ 
rer members oi the IMF. 


Witte\een told a press conference at 
the windup of a weeklong meeting of 
the IMF and World Bank that the im­ 
mediate task tor the fund was work 
out compromises between commodity 
needs of the cil producers and the 
needs of petroleum thirsty countries. 


Witteveen said the IMF loan study 


and proposals would be put before the 
fund’s new political committee, which 


will meet Jan. 15-16. He said it likely 
will take some time atter the January 
meeting be ore such a facility could 
begin operations.

Unemployment soars

Layoffs 
earned by production cutbacks con­ 
tributed heavily to a 5.8 per cent 
unemployment rate in September, the 
highest since April, 1972, the Labor De­ 
partment reported today. 


Continuing a steady climb over the 
past year, tlie jobless rate rose four 
tenths of a per cent between August 
and September. 
An estimated 250,000 persons lost 
their jobs during September, as unem­ 
ployment increased by 440,000. The La­ 
bor Department said widespread unem­ 
ployment caused by curtailments in 
production played a crucial part in the 
September statistics. 
The 
most 
serious 
unemployment 
problem developed in the construction 
industry, where housing starts have de­ 
clined 50 per cent over the last year. 
An estimated 12.4 per cent of all con­ 
struction worker* were without jobs in 
September —a figure usually restricted 
to raw cold whiter months of January 
and February.

—form 2.6 p9r cent in August to 2.8 per

men and the figure for fulltime work­ 
er*: also climbed from 4.8 per cent to 
5.3 per cent.

ing unemployment to cure inflation.” 
He renewed his suggestion that Presi­ 
dent Ford get rid of his holdover eco­ 
nomic advisers from the Nixon admin­ 
istration. 


There was a significant jump in 
uremployment in the sensitive 25 to 54 
year age group, but the largest in­ 
creases occurred tor women over 25 and 
teenagers entering the job market. De­ 
tuning college attendence and slower 
job growth wa4 blamed for *hc sharp 
increase in unemployment for men 18 
to 19 years old .

September. The white rate was up 5.3 
ner cent from 4.8 per cent in the 
previous month, largely caused by in­ 
creases among women and teenagers. 


The April, 1972 figure also was 5.8 
per cent.

Ford, GOP chiefs meet on economy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
F o r d 
met 
with 
Republican 
con­ 
gressional leaders today for a broad 
discussion of the proposals he is con­ 
sidering to get the U.S. economy rol­ 
ling and to slow inflation. 


A White House spokesman said the 
President and the GOP lawmakers 
also devoted some time during the 90- 
minute session to examination of party 
prospects in next month’s elections. It 
was tlie second time in as many days 
that Ford has reviewed the political si­ 
tuation w ith key men on Capitol Hill. 


Ford meets later in the day with his 
Economic Policy Board. 
Senate Republican leader Hugh Scott 
and most, of the other eight congressiat 
leaders declined to discuss the meeting 
as they left the White House- 
One of Ford’s closest advisers sug­ 
gested that he should impose a strict 
rationing system to curb the use of gaso­ 
line. 
Former Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird made the proposal Thursday as 
the W’hite House rejected a plan by 
federal e nergy' chief John C. Sawhill to 
add 20 cents a gallon to the retail price 
of gasoline. 
Laird, an unofficial but influential 
voice in the Oval Office, noted during 
a conference on wmrld oil problems 
that the nation’s gasoline consumption 
is Increasing again since the scare of 
last winter’s Arab boycott. Some $100 


billion a year new going to oil produc­ 
ing nations soon will reach $600 billion, 
he said. 
“Sooner or later,” Laird said, ”a ra­ 
tioning system is goinc to be needed as 
far as the United States is concerned 
because there is no awareness as tar 
as the public is concerned to this ener­ 
gy problem wre face.” 
He said it should be “a very tough, 
firm, hard rationing system.” 
Laird aare?d with Ford's chief spo­ 
kesman that Sawhill’s proposal should 
not be adopted. 
“It is fair to say that the President 
does not favor this kind of tax on gaso- 
l!ne,” White House Press 
Secretary 


Ron Nessen told reporters 
Another Ford intimate, with an e\»° 
to the political winds, had a more can­ 
did assessment: “You couldn’t sell an' 
kind ot gasoline tax right now. We’ve 
got an election coming up in Novem­ 
ber, remember?” 


“But you can look for some kind of 
tax increase alon* with some other 
provisions like maybe the authority tor 
rationing later on, maybe in January,” 
the source added. 


Nessen said he found nothing mu­ 
tinous in Sawhill’s idea, even though 
the concept is opposed by the com­ 
mander in chief.

Cuba, the tropical island of 
sugar cane and Castro-brand 
communism just 90 miles off

Cuba today is a country 
struggling 
with 
the 
usual 
p r o b l e m s of undeveloped 
countries —poverty, hunger, 
inadequate housing, lack of 
education and health care. 
But there are many signs 
that the elaborate social pro­ 
grams cf the Communist sys­ 
tem there are working, and 
that the average Cuban work­ 
ing man and farm er is better 
off today than he was in the 
days before 1959 “when the 
revolution triumphed," as the 
C u b a n 
Communists 
con­ 
tinually say. 
1 last went tv> Havana as a 
s?rator-elect from Rhode Is­ 
land to see for myself what 
conditions were like. The Na- 
cional Hotel where I stayed 
was chockablock full of “bar- 
budas,” the 
bearded 
revo­ 
lutionaries in green army fa­ 
tigues, most of them carrying 
pistols or submachine5 guns. 
The Cuban people I met in 
1969 seemed generally suppor­ 
tive of the Cariro regime. 
Those who opposed the revo­ 
lution had fled, died or been 
imprisoned. 
Most of those who remained 
a one a red genuinely relieved 
that the despised, rotten Ba­ 
tista 
government 
had been 
ov erthrown. 
Back in Washington. 1 re­ 
ported 
my 
observations 
to 
< 1 \ Director Allen Dulles and 
his key 
advisers and sug­ 
gested it would be unwise for 
our country to try to spark a 
revolt by violence in Cuba 
since the 
majority 
of 
the 
people 
either 
sup-orted 
or 
were acquiescent to the Cas­ 
tro regime. 
My advice was disregarded 
and a few weeks later the 
Bay 
of 
Pigs 
invasion 
oc­ 
curred. 
Last weekend I returned to 
Havana with Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits of New York —once 
a-ain to find out what con­ 
ditions were like. 
We were received warmlv 
bv Cuban officials and met 
for a total of more than 10 
hours with the highest gov­ 
ernment 
lender*, 
Including 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro. 
The biggest chan"* 1 no­ 
ticed from I960 was the al­ 


most 
complete 
absence 
of 
weapons and of policeman on 
the streets of Havana. 
With the exception of Fidel 
and 
Ramon 
Castro, 
there 
were no more 
“barbudas" 
and only the military 
still 
w o r e t h e i r revolutionary 
battle fatigues. 
Cars and trucks were in 
much poorer shape. Many of 
the cars on the road were 
badly deteriorated, 
pre-1960 
American models. The mod­ 
em vehicles we saw were ei­ 
ther Russian or Japanese. 
At the fishing fleet's repair 
port. T noticed that the new 
m a c h i n e r y was Russian- 
made. 
In general, the Russian in- 
j 
flnence, almost nonexistent 14 
years ago, was now very ap­ 
parent. Havana harbor was 
filled with Soviet vessels, in­ 
cluding modem missile and 
fishing ships. 
In Cuba today clothing and 
s t a p l e s are rationed and 
rices are lower than in this 
country. Luxury goods, how­ 
ever, are very expensive. 
Havana itself is a startling 
mixture of the old and new. 
In many places it has the 
look of a blighted American 
city in the process of urban 
renewal. 
In the oldest section of the 
city it is still possible to get 
an idea of the historic Span­ 
ish influence, with beautiful 
churches and narrow streets 
leading off small squares. But 
old Havana is decaying. 
The 
Cubans 
have 
main­ 
tained some of the trappings 
of prerevolutionary tourism. 
Our hotel, the Riviera, w^s 
v, r 11 maintained, aircondi- 
t'.vned and comfortable. But 
the Havana Libre, once the 
famous Havana Hilton, has 
become shabby. 
In some sections of Havana, 
the old buildings have been 
d e m o l i s h e d and modem, 
though sparse, housing has 
been constructed. 
In the countryside there has 
been, as a matter of govern­ 
mental policy, far more con­ 
struction. 
We visited a cattle 
and 
dairy region about 50 miles 
from Havana where new vil­ 
lages have been built, each 
with its own modem housing, 
element a rv school and medic­ 
al clinic with a doctcr and 
nurse. Others are being built 
across the island, we were 
told. 
Our guide for this tour of

PASADENA, Calif. 
(UP!) 
— Scientists are looking at 
seaweed as a new source for 
energy. 
[he seaweed in question is 
a type of kelp, Macnocystis 
pyrifera, 
which 
already 
is 
grown commercially off the 
California coast. 
California Institute of Tech­ 
nology 
scientists 
Wheeler 
North and Howard Wilcox say 
that kelp, the fastest growing 
pla.r.t known, may be a bounti­ 
ful source of energy if it can be 
grown in suffic eni, quantity. 
About 300 lull grown kelp 
plants will comprise the first 
“ marine energy’ farm.” 
lo­ 
cated near San Clemente Is­ 
land off the Southern Califor­ 
nia coast. 
The project is designed to 
see if the kelp will flourish on 
artificial bottoms anchored in 
deeper water than it grows in 
generally. 
“ If we 
can 
grow 
these 
plants in sufficient quantity," 
North said, “ they might pro­ 
vide us with a vast a mourn of 
pctroleum-like 
products 
for 
generating 
food, 
fuels 
and 
electric 
power.” 
North 
is 
chief scientist for the project. 
WMcox.

manager, 
5*iid the effort got started 
about a year ago at Caltech 
• ter North proved kelp could 
be artificially cultivated in 
tlr laboratory.

The idea of using kelp for 
futi* various species of which 
have been used for fertilizer 
tor years, is probably a new 
one, Wilcox said. 
The kelp would be

\ested by ships and carried, 
300 tons at a time, to vats on 
<-hore. There the plants would 
undergo a two-stage biological 
mgestion process 
in 
which 
microbes would convert car- 
hohvdrate material into meth­ 
ane gas. 
The marine energy farm has 
several aims. 
First, it will be designed to 
convert solar energy into use­ 
ful organic material. If the pi­ 
lot project is successful, then 
a farm a square mile in sire 
will be established. 
* Eventually, the farms may 
be 100 miles in diameter, he 
said.

The technology tor Ground 
Fault Circuit interrupters ha^ 
been in existence for a num­ 
ber ci years, but GFCFs have 
been relatively unknown to 
the public. However, recent 
changes in the National FJec- 
tric Code (NjEX). the rules 
and standards used by elec­ 
trical contractors and adopted 
by federal, state and municip­ 
al enforcement agencies, arc 
changine all of that. Since 
January. 197», GFCFs have 
been required to protect all 
ou’dpcf oT’tfref'TOertacles in 
new* 
construction 
including 
tho~e on patios, balecmes and 
around swimming pool* 
Starting next year, the code 
requires that at least one wall 
receptacle for each bathroom 
be GFCI protected and am- 
plii;e* the use of GFCFs on 
outdoor receotacles in single 
and multi-family residence«, 
including mobile homes, and 
apartments. Future 'Ode con- 
s derations mav include re­ 
quirements for kitchens b: se- 


ments, laundries and gat ages. 
Conventional circuit Break­ 
ers are designed to provide 
protection of electrical con­ 
ductors against abnormal cur­ 
rent flow caused by either an

or

Beth of these conditions de­ 
mand that the conductor car- 
ry more current (heat) than 
it was designed to without 
damage in the form of insula­ 
tion breakdown.

Weather control bogged down in red tape 


WASHINGTON 
(UP1) 
- 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice says the effort to do 
something more about the 
weather than talk about it is 
hindered by the lack of a cen­ 
tral authority to direct gov­ 
ernment weather modification 
research. 
The GAO said ir a just-re­ 
leased report to Congress that 
there is wide belief that man- 
made changes in the weather 
have great potential for pub­ 
lic good. 
“ If 
weather 
modification 
research, which is primarily 
federally 
supported 
proves 
successful, it may be possible 
in future years to alleviate 
drought, reduce the destruc­ 
tive forces of hurricanes, sup­ 
press lightning and damaging 
hail and dissipate log,” the 
report said. 
But the GAO said science 
lacks the knowledge to an­ 


swer many of the questions 
pertaining to weather mod­ 
ification. For instance, me­ 
teorologists do not yet have a 
thorough 
understanding 
of 
how clouds create ruin and 
snow. 
During the past fiscal year, 
which ended June 30, seven 
government departments ard 
agencies were involved 
in 
some kind of weather mod­ 
ification 
research 
and 
the 
GAO said there has been no 
effective coordination cf that 
1 work. 
Several coordinating com- 
! mittees, commissions and ad­ 


v i s o r y panels have been 
created to deal with the prob­ 
lem, but the report said little 
advancement has been made. 
It said the progress that has 
been made has been cha­ 
racterized as slow clarifica­ 
tions cf concepts rather than 
as dramatic new discoveries. 
“ If 
potential 
benefits of 
w e a t h e r 
modification 
research are to be obtained, 
action should be taken now to 
establish an effective national 
program with all agencies in­ 
volved required to work to­ 
ward achieving rational goals 
and 
objectives,” 
the 
GAO 


said. 
“ The present fragmentation 
of research efforts has made 
i t 
extremely 
difficult 
for 
agencies to conduct effective 
field research which, in the 
case of weather modification, 
must precede operational ac­ 
tivities.” 
The GAO said it suggested 
in a preliminary draft cf the 
report that the White House 
Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB) develop a na­ 
tional weather 
modification 
research program, complete 
with goals, priorities and mi­ 
lestones. 
OMB. 
under 
the 


proposal, would designate one 
of the agencies now involved 
in the work as the agency in 
charge. 
The OMB replied that it be­ 
lieved that some consolidation 
of weather modification work 
would be desirable and it said 
the proposed department of 
energy and natural resources 
would accomplish “ the appro- 
p r i a t e d e g r e e of con­ 
solidation.” 
The accounting office dis­ 
agreed and said problems in 
management 
and 
admin­ 
istration would continue be­ 
cause 
a 
national 
weather 


modification program would 
not exist under the proposed 
energy and resources depart­ 
ment. 
Seven government agencies 
spent $17.4 million in fiscal 


1974 on weather modification 
work. The National Science 
Foundation was the biggest 
spender with $6.6 million, fol­ 
lowed by the Commerce De­ 
partment with $4.2 million, 


the Department of "Tnterior 
with $3.2. the Defense Depart­ 
ment with $1.6 million, the 
Department of Transportation 
with $1.4 million tFfld1 the 
space agency with $50,000.

Medics urged 


to look for 


early clues 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Two 
New York doctors say phys­ 
icians should be more vigilant 
in searching for early clues of 
coronary* heart disease —the 
major cause of death in the 
United States. 
“ In view* of the large num­ 
ber of individuals with unde­ 
tected coronary7 heart disease, 
physicians should be less con­ 
cerned with making cardiac 
neurotics out of middle-aged 
men and should vigorously 
pursue any clue suggestive of 
coronary7 heart disease re­ 
gardless of how subtle it may 
be,” said Drs. Nicholas P. 
DePasquale and Michael S. 
Bruno, of Lenox Hill Hospital. 
New York. 
In a paper read before the 
American Medical 
Associa­ 
tion's 34th Annual Congress 
on Occupational Health, the 
heart specialists warned that 
physicians can easily overlook 
or dismiss symptoms of dis­ 
eases, such as angina pec­ 
toris, that could foretell co­ 
ronary disease. 
“ Because angina pectoris 
may be so subtle and the i 
patient’s complaints appar­ 
ently so innocent the phys­ 
ician may be reassured; in i 
turn he reassures the patient 
who may not seek medical 
advice again until the signs of 
coronary 
disease 
are 
ob- 
v i o u s , ’ * DePasquale and 
Bruno said. 
The symptoms of angina 
pectoris are extremely varied 
and could be anything from a 
pain in the chest to an ache 
in the elbow. 
The doctors said a careful 
medical history can detect 
those patients who face the j 
threat of coronary* disease 
and help determine whether 
the patient’s complaints stem j 
from the early stages of the 
disease. 
“ It would he ideal if all ! 
men beyond 40 years of age 
had a periodic stress elec­ 
trocardiogram,” 
they 
said. 
“ Despite its limitations the 
electrocardiographic 
stress 
test is the only means by 
w h i c h 
individuals 
with 
presymptomatic coronary* ar­ 
tery disease can be recog­ 
nized.” 
Since the nation does not 
have the facilities for such , 
mass screenings, DePasquale 
and Bruno urged physicians 
d e v e l o p criteria to refer 
patients for testing whom the 
p h y t i c i a n s 
suspect 
of 
presymptomatic 
coronary 
heaTt disease. 
The two New York doctors 
also urged 
extensive 
pro­ 
grams to find out the cha­ 
racteristics of the coronary- 
prone in an effort to eliminate 
those risks before coronary 
disease strikes. 
Heart attack is the nation’s 
No. 1 killer. In 1971. 675,580 
Americans died of a heart at­ 
tack and the American Heart 
Association says many thou­ 
sands of these victims might 
have been saved if they had 
heeded the warning signs.

pet. 
Youngsters 
watching 
the 
puppet show laugh as volun­ 
teer Mrs. Elaine Anderson of 
the Lun2 Association oi Hen­ 
nepin County in Michigan ma­ 
nipulates “ Bnd Risk” —the 
pv'ppet’s name. 
Bad Risk is sad-faced and 
even has a bandage patched 
on his chin. 
Next on the scene is Good 
Risk, 
the 
patched puppet’s 
friend. Good Risk has a hap­ 
py lock. The two handed pup­ 
pet show has been put on for 
thousands 
of youngsters in 
the Minneapolis area the past 
several years, under sponsor­ 
ship ot the Christmas Seal as­ 
sociation. 
The purpose: based on the 
principles ot risk taking the 
program is aimed at children 
from 
kindergarten 
through 1 
grade three. The show is de­ 
signed to stop cigarette smok- . 
ing before it starts. 
In 
many 
school 
systems 
throughout the nation teach­ 
ers show a filmstrip called 
“ I’ll Choose the High Road.” 
The 
purpose 
of 
the 
color 
sound strip is to inform boys 
and girls about 12 years of 
age about the risks of ciga­ 
rette 
smoking 
before 
they 
start. 
Explores future 
“ I’ll Choose the High Road” 
brains by exploring some of 
the opportunities and 
chal­ 
lenges of today’s young per­ 
sons face. 
The filmstrip explains that 
the enjoyment of future op­ 
portunities and the meeting oi 
challenges 
will 
depend 
on 
their fitness. 
Three aspects of fitness are 
introduced: physical, mental 
and social. 
Fitness through 
dev elopment 
of 
wholesome 
habits is encouraged. 
The relation betweec smok­ 
ing and several health com­ 
plications is shown, such as 
irritation 
of 
the 
nose 
and 
throat, 
increased 
heartbeat 


and lung diseases —including 
lung cancer. 


Research by doctors and 
scientists into the connection 
between 
smoking and 
lung 
cancer is presented. The dis­ 
ease cancer is briefly and 
precisely explained. 


The 
filmstrip 
asks: 
“ Is 
smoking a habit you want to 
form: and what leads young 
people to smoke anyway?” 


Cartoons of a wolf 
(big 
shct), poodle (glamour girl), 
mule and ostrich seek to ex­ 
pose the reasons young people 
smoke as unbecoming 
and 
senseless. 


“The choice is yours —what 
will 
it 
be?” 
the 
filmstrip 
ends. 
Most ot the health educa­ 
tion materials in the antis­ 
moking campaigns, from the 
voluntary health agencies and 
the government, take that ap­ 
proach: giving the tacts and 
then encouraging the young 
per,pie to make the decision. 


Receive pamphlet 
Among other things, 
the 
youngsters get a little pamph­ 
let about smoking. “ Are you 
really you?” is one ot the 
question? posed in the pamph­ 
let. The answer: 


“ Sometimes young people 
start to smoke because the 
other kids do. Or because 
they think it will make them 
important or glamorous look­ 
ing. 
“ Is it really very' intelligent 
to do something just because 
others do —like sheep blindly 
following a foolish leader: 
“ An important part of your 
social fitness is learning to 
get along well in a group. 
“ But to think and act tor 
yourself. Only in this way can 
you be truly you.” 
Joseph Clark, of the Ameri* 
can Cancer Society, said the 
iCciety’s public education pro­ 
gram places great emphasis 
on 
reaching

people 
with information about how

Q — In 1352, 1 purchased 36 shares ot Fundamertal inves­ 
tors at $22. Distributions have been reinvested and just a few 
additional shares were purchased in the beginning years. I 
now hold 1729 shares. Wouldn't I be wiser to sell and buy bank 
term certificates? —M.D. 


A — With the market apparently moving toward a bottom. I 
would be inclined to hold this fund which owns common shares 
representing a broad spectrum of American industry (more 
than 100 different corporations). Debt securities accounted for 
11 per cent of the portfolio at the 1973 year end. As of the end 
of the first half of 1974, Fundamental had çash reserves of $66 
million—more than 10 per cent of total assets—available for 
investment Now yielding about 5 per cent, the shares should 
be held for recovery.

The result has been the 
nroliferation of left groups 
which disdain to work with 
one another and, in the rigid­ 
ity and inflexibility of doc­ 
trine, cut off their chances to 
broaden their appeal with the 
mass of people and thus cut 
off their possibilities for poli­ 
tical influence. 
Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) provide* one of 
th" most dram atic examples 
cf the left’s suicide tendency. 
Growing out 
of 
northern 
white 
students’ 
involvement 
with the rivil rights move­ 
ment, it became during the 
Vietnam war one of the most 
powerful and influential left 
organizaiions in the country. 
But it was gutted in an in­ 
ternal struggle between fac­ 
tions representing rhetorically 
rp'/olutiionary Progressive La­ 
bor Party and those who did 
not want to commit the or- 
g nization to a *igid ideolo­ 
gical stance. The latter lost 
and SDS, as a viable, influen­ 
tial group, disintegrated. 
‘ By its final convention in 
1969,” Richard Flacks noted 
in an article in the summer 
issue of “Working Papers,” 
SDS had “ became an incre­ 
dible caricature of its worst 
excesses. Monolithic, 
slogan 
chanting factions met tn open 
combat over obscure points of 
dogma, beyond any hope of 
intelligibility 
to 
the 
ur.ini 
tinted.” 
!t is possible that a new 
and potentially divisive dog­ 
ma is in the works, threaten­ 
ing to tear up one of the few 
cohesive 
groups 
that 
still 
exercises some political in­ 
fluence. 
The group is the People’s 
Party, a coalition of 17 local 
groups from Vermont to Cali­ 
fornia. and the dogma is so­ 
mething called “ feminist so­ 
cialism.” 
The People’s Party, which 
grew out oi the 1968 and 1972 
e l e c t i o n campaigns has 
stressed both local radical or­ 
ganizing and electoral polit­ 
ics. It has elected local offi­ 
cials in both California and 
Michigan. 
The party at its summer 
convention 
officially 
desig­ 
nated itself socialist and nar­ 
rowly defeated a move to ex­ 
plicitly declare itself “ femin­ 
ist socialist.” 
At its state convention, the 
California Peace and Free­ 
dom Party, one of the coali­ 
tion’s strongest members, ex­ 
plicitly declared itself “ femin­ 
ist socialir,” calling for de­ 
velopment of a theory' and 
practice that “ integrate fe­ 
minism and socialism, (and) 
which will give priority of our 
thought as a party to eradi­ 
cating 
the 
masculine-domi­ 
nated, unequal and oppre<<;ive 
aspects that are prevalent in 
our current society....” 


What makes the issue so j 
potentially 
divisive, 
and 
therefore debilitating for the 
movement, is that there is no 
agreement about what “fe­ 
minist socialism” is. 
Jill Raymond of the party’s 
Kentucky organization opened 
the discussion of the issue in 
the party’s publication “Grass 
Roots.” 
According to her, “capital­ 
ism has locked sexism into its 
own mechanisms” and “they 
must both be eradicated to­ 
gether.” 
Under the capitalist system, 
*he argues, “ it is clear that 
in order to perform 
their 
senarate functions in separate 
spheres, 
men 
and 
women 
must maintain separate per- 
t o n a l i t y 
characteristics. 
T hen is no room in the out­ 
side world of production, the 
public sphere, for those qua­ 
lities which have to be recog­ 
nized as feminine- sensitivity, 
e m o t i o n a l i t y , 
cooper­ 
ativeness.” 
Whether that debate can 
take piece witb’n the on-going 
work of local radical organ­ 
izing or whether it means 
sloganeering and 
-Wintering 
factions is yet to be tested.

capture Symbionese Libera­ 
tion Army fugitives Patricia 
Hearst and two associates. 
FBI official John Kelly said 
Tuesday that his agency rare­ 
ly issued “ wanted” fliers in a 
foreign language on fugitives. 
But, he said, this one did not 
indicate the FBI feels the trio 
fled to Mexico. 
“ We don’t know where they 
are,” he said. “We have no 
more information that they 
are in Mexico, that they are 
in Canada, or still in the 
United States.” 
The others on the poster 
were William Harris and his 
wife Emily.

Vagrants—they're part of suburbia, too

The life of the vagabond—be it for 
reason of drink, disillusionment or 
mental instability—is an uncertain one, 
dependent on the good nature of the 
general public. 
When one thinks of drifting alcohol­ 
ics, winos and mental misfits, images 
of the downtown Los Angeles missions 
come forth, far from the bedroom com­ 
munities in this valley. 
But a walk through Central Park in 
Pomona, through the Pomona down­ 
town business community, down Holt 
Boulevard in Ontario east of Lemon 
Avenue, or along State Street in On­ 
tario will give a somewhat shocking re­ 
alization of transients in suburbia. 
Police Chief Lee Kolbreck of Ontario 
explained that laws on vagrancy—a 
misdemeanor for years if one wandered 
from place to place with no visible 
means of support—were ruled uncons­ 
titutional by the courts in the early 
1960s. 
“These were knights of the road or 
hoboes—generally older men who hop­ 
ped 
frieght 
trains 
and 
wandered 
through town. We had few problems 
with them before and there are very 
few of them now. They’re no longer 
looked upon as criminals, just people 


who are unfortunate,” said Kolbreck. 
Often, if a transient is traveling east 
and walking through the city lirmts, an 
Ontario patrolman gives him a lift. 


Generally vagabonds are not violent 
because they have to rely upor. the 
sympathetic response of people for 
handouts or just general conversation. 
For several weeks, a middi e-aged 
woman haunted the coiner of Third 
and 
Thomas 
streets 
ir 
Pomona. 
Adorned in lime green eloves, blue 
wool socks, a print dress with a mul­ 
ticolored blanket serving as a waist 
sash, old loafers and a sweater, and 
clutching a purse to her upper body, 
she flitted from corner to corner, as­ 
sailing passersby for cigarettes and 
small change. 
Passers by shook their heads as she 
engaged in deep conversatiors with the 
lire alarm box and several imaginary 
persons. Just as suddenly as she ap­ 
peared. she disappeared. 
A drifter sat on a sidewalk curb on 
Bon View Avenue in Ontario attired in 
the regalia of a bum. The T-shirt he 
wore was in shreds and dirt and grime 
were clearly visibly on old pant- and 
soleless shoes. He sat, eyes dazed, 
smoking a cigarette butt, seemingly 
oblivious that the fire was burning his 
fingers. 


Alcoholics and winos who take up the 
wandering life rely heavily on tne hobo 
jungles and the instinct for survival. 
WasMe Fanning, director, of the de­ 
toxification center at 508 S. Euclid 
Ave., Ontario, spoke of the “conscious 
conniving”, ot the drunk on the road. 
Exploitation is the nam% of the game. 
“In California, it’s no problent to 
stay drunk and it’s not necessary ' to 
work to stay drunk . . . Work interferes 
with drinking. There’s aiwaVs someone 
around to help you stay drunk. You 
can run con games on the streets of 
any city. And there are relatives who 
Subsidize drinking for years out of mis­ 
guided love,” said Fanning. 
Luis and Toe, two former alcoholics 
at Fanning’s certer and participants in 
the Alcohol Education Program there, 
described the lifestyle of the transient 
drunk. 
V “I was worse than a dog, I goes*. I'd 
^eat from the trees. I’d spend most of 
the night out in the nreets, roaming 
around all night drinking, wasting my 
life,” Luis began. 
Luis started drinking in Mexico on 
Saturdays, using Sundays to .sober up 
for work the next day. Later, he said, 
he got a bottle and kept on drinking. 
“ I borrowed money from friends. 
Then when I started drifting I got it 
from anyone I could—white people, 


Mexican guys, colored people. Anyone 
iust so I could get a drink. I’d sleep in 
trees, on the streets. I didn’t care 
about myself anymore. I just wanted 
to drink all the time. 1 wasn’t myself 
anymore, felt like a zombie,” he re­ 
called. 
joe remembered how vodka dis­ 
rupted a pleasant home with his wifi, 
how the wandering became necessary 
in order to get away and get drunk. 
“ 1 made it anyway I could. I’ve been 
in railroad jungles, on the bum, this, 
that and the other. I’ve lived by my* 
wits, bumming, panhandling you call it. 
Most of the public would shell out even 
when they were told the money was 
for a drink. 
“ I was picked up for vagrancy. I 
was just a bum and that’s it. They’d 
throw you in jail for a few days, then 
let you loose. I’d call my sister or 
brothers to wire money when I got 
stuck in a strange town,” Joe said. 
Fanning, who is blunt about drying 
out and trying to find new purpose in 
his life, told of hopping frieg’nts and 
the hobo jungle,. 
There was comradeship in the jung­ 
les that crisscrossed the country. Ev­ 
erything was shared — food, liquor, 
clothing. Thieves and troublemakers 
were not tolerated and didn’t last long; 
and the hobo grapevine extended from 


town to town. The hobo jungles, Fan­ 
ning said, were a perfect example of 
the truism “ misery loves company.” 
Inspector Mike Parks of the Ontario 
I ire Department told of problems en­ 
countered when drifters break into 
abandoned houses. 
“They haul in their trash. They use 
the toilet facilities with no means of 
flushing. They bring in food, some­ 
times eating half of it and throwing the 
rest in a corner. It really gets to stink­ 
ing. Usually they don’t care what they 
do. You can see the destruction,” 
Parks said. 
Drifters are usually fringe people, 
walking a tightrope between law and 
lawlessness. 
Police Chief Phil Wallick cf Pomona 
shares the philosophy of the Ontario 
chief in dealing with wanderers. 
“There’s no law against wandering 
from place to place unless ycu refuse 
to identify yourself. Just because a 
man doesn’t work is no reason to be 
locked up. We take no action against 
strictly being a transient unless he is 
committing some crime,” said Wallick. 
“Vagrancy is not a crime now. I can 
remember 20 or 30 years ago when it 
was. Sometimes we’d take them to jail 
or give them a ride out of town,” he 
added. 
Panhandling and hitchhiking on the 


street or highway are against the law, 
however. Both police administrator? 
said 
arrests 
are 
made 
on 
these 
charges, but not frequently. 
“We have maybe two calls a month 
on panhandling. We dispatch an officer 
to check it cut and he issues a warning 
the first time. If the suspect persists in 
panhandling, he is arrested,” said Wal­ 
lick. 
“I don’t think most people are con­ 
cerned about it. You have a man who’s 
only looking for a quarter or 50 cent? 
for a bottle of wine. Most panhandlers 
have a drinking problem,” noted W al­ 
lick. 
Chief Kolbreck couldn’t remember 
the last arrest on the charge of pan­ 
handling. 
“If I had to come up with a figure. 
I’d say not more than a half a dozen 
compalints a year. It’s not that noti­ 
ceable. Usually you just give him a 
quarter ar.d forget about it,” Kolbreck 
said. 
“Very few are arrested. If they have 
been warned in the past and they don’t 
heed the warning, they are arrested. 
B u t t h i s d o e s n ’ t occur very 
frequently,” he concluded. 
Vagrants surely do not improve the 
community image. But they are ac­ 
cepted as harmless, pitiful examples of

RID proposal 
one big ripoff 


Tho Southern C*t 1! 
proposed construct!: 
rrn ia R apid T ransit D istrict's 
of a m ulti-billion dollar rap id 
transit guicDwax ha just got to be one of the biggest 
taxpavc r ripoffs in h istory. 
A t tho present tim e the tax p ay ers of Los Angeles 
County a re subsidizing the RTD bus system at a 
cost of 839 m illion annually, To keep bus fares a t 25 
cents the ow ner of a $30.000 house is paying $13.35 a 
y e a r in county taxes. 
T h a t’s a pretty steep price for a bus system that 
has not been running for m ore than seven w eeks 
and heavens knows when it will resum e. 
An even greater burden on the tax p ay er is im m i­ 
nent in Proposition A on tlio N ovem ber election b al­ 
lot. This proposition would im pose— in perpetuity, 
m ind you—an additional one cent sales tax with 
w hich to expand the present bus system , once it is 
restored, and to construct over the next 10 to 15 
y ears a high-speed, autom ated rapid tra n sit system . 
W e believe thai the taxpayers are too sophisti­ 
c ated to swallow this grandiose schem e that w ould 
im pose a punitive tax on the people of this coun­ 
ty—forever. 
C ertai nly the county needs a rapid tra n sit system . 
B u t th e plan th at is proposed in Proposition A is 
m uch too vague and too expensive for tho househol­ 
ders of this county to shoulder. The RTD faces an 
im possible task in justifying the expenditure of bil­ 
lons of tax dollars on a system th a t h as y et to be 
defined. 


The press giveth 
and taketh away 


T he ch arge that it “hounded P resid en t N ixon out 
of ofiioe” is som ething tne press m ay nev er be able 
to refute as far as m any people a re concerned. But 
a far stro n g er case <*an be m ade that it w as the 
p ress that elected him in the first place. 
A ccording to a study conducted by the I niversity 
of M ichigan’s Institu te for Social R esearch, news­ 
p ap er endorsem ehts of R ich ard Nixon w ere probab­ 
ly 
the decisive facto r in his 
defeat of 
H ubert 
H um phrey in 1968. 
In th a t election, in which the two candidates w ere 
sep arated by only about one per cent in the popular 
vote, eig h t out of 10 new spapers endorsed Nixon — 
a figure exceeded only in 1972 w hen nine out of 10 
new spapers endorsed him . 
Independent voters, whose ballot sw ung th e 1968 
contest, w ere influenced by the can d id ates th eir 
new spapers supported, the study found. W ith other 
influence^ screened out, pro-Nixon new spapers turn­ 
ed about three per cent of the vote tow ard the Re­ 
p u b lic an s in 1968. 
“ T h ere’s no doubt of the trem endous effect T \ 
has on c iu t nt elections,” John Robinson of the m- 
siilu tc w rites in Psychology T oday m agazine. But 
the influence of new spapers “ is g reatly u n d erv a­ 
lued.” 
On ‘ reason for the power of the press, he sug- 
g ^ts, is that people view a new sp ap er endorsem ent 
f- 
a nonpartisan m essage that cuts through the con- 
fibdng a r um nts of the cam paign, reducing them to

WASHINGTON - International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph dispatched one of 
America’s top bugging experts into the 
homes and government palace of Chi­ 
lean president Salvator Allende in 1971. 
The alleged purpose of this mys­ 
terious mission was to “de-’oug” Al- 
lende’s rooms and to train Chilean po­ 
lice ard army man in electronic de­ 
bugging techniques. 
Interestingly, 
it 
was the military' which later overthrew 
Allende. 
The visit of master-bugger John Ra­ 
gan came as ITT, the CIA and the U.S. 
Embassy in Santiago were busily seek­ 
ing information to help them get the 
socialist Allende out of office. Allende 
was nationalizing American companies 
in Chile, including ITT. 
Ragan, an ex-FBI electronic special­ 
ist, is b°st known as the man called in 
by the White House “plumbers” to bug 
the home of columnist Joseph Kraft. 
Bur in the "business,” Ragan is res­ 
pected as an awesome pro: a specialist 
called in to de-bug the quarters of such 
notables as Richard Nixon, former At­ 
torney General John Mitchell, Charles 
“ Bebe” Rebozo and others. 
On Ms trip to turbulent Chile, Ragan 
took along a lead of "oifensive” bug­ 
ging 
equipment. 
Secret 
Watergate 
documents show he was accompanied 
down by ITT’s assistant security direc­ 
tor, Russell Tagliareni. 
The documents reveal that Ragan 
stayed in Chile from April 28, 19" 1, to 
May 5, 1971, and was paid $200 a day 
by ITT. While there, Ragan, at the m- 
vitat on of the arm y and police, en­ 
tered A’lende’s homes nt Valnarabo 
and Santiago, and his presidential pa­ 
lace. 
According to Ragnn, he m d Allende 
once sat down and had cofiee. There 
the Chilean leader learned that Ragan 
worked for ITT. Ragan describes the 
conversation as "cordial." 
No one seems to know why ITT, a 
relentless enemy or Allende’s, was al- 
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lowed in his dwellings, much less why 
the Chilean president let an ITT agent 
conduct “electronic sweeps" of his 
rooms at a time when planting of hugs 
was widely feared in Chile. Allende 
cannot explain: He died from gunshot 
wounds in the coup. 
But as we reported on March 21, 
1972, ITT had made approaches “ to se­ 
lect members of the Armed Forces in 
an attem pt to have them lead some 
sort of uprising” in late 1970, only a 
few months before ITT and the Chilean 
arm y helped arrange Ragan’s visit. 
The ITT electronics mission is even 
more puzzling in view of a secret IT 1 
mrtmo dated Sept. 2°, 1970. bom I! r 
Vice President E. J. Cerrtty to ITT 
President 
Harold 
Geneen. 
In 
the 
memo, Gerrity aivLes “ Wr 
hould 
withdraw all technical help (to Chile) 
and should not promise any technical 
assistance in tho future.” 
Yet, within mouths, ITT’s deputy se­ 
curity chief and its $200-n-day elec­ 
tronics consultant were dispatched to 
give 
“ technical ass'*stance” 
to the 
arm y, police and to at least one Chi­ 
lean telephone company official. 
Through a trusted intermediary, we 
have been given i summary of Ra­ 
gan’s notes on the visit. They do not 
shed much light on the subject, but 
simply tell of meetings v ith the C hi- 
lean police and army officials. Some of 
them apnear to be in code. 
After the Chi'ean excursion, Ragan 
continued to have high-paying dealings 
with ITT. His private logs show such 
curious listings as “6-2-71 — ITT test 
hi-power tmitter, 
. 
.6-7-71 
— 
ITT 
w-tmitter . . . 6-10-71 — Call tack 
Caulfield. . .” “Tmitter,” is this case, 
is a tiny bvg ung transm itter. And 
CauPield was the White House dirty 
trickster of ths Watergate era. 
Ragan also ran an ITT de-bugging 
seminar and has done de-bu°g.ng work 
for Geneen and lesser ITT officials 
such as D iu Beard, John Ryan and 


William Marriam. He collected $175 to 
$200 a day for such duties. 
Footnote: Ragan spoke with my as­ 
sociate Les Whitten at length. The 
“tm itter” was used only at the semi­ 
nar, he said, not for bugging. The Chi­ 
lean mission, he insisted, was “open 
and above board” and no bugs were 
planted while in Chile, nor were any 
found. The bugs he took with him, he 
said, were left in Chile only for train­ 
ing purposes, not for “offensive” bug­ 
ging. ITT also denies any effort to bug 
Allende. 
BOAST THAT BACKFIRED: 
Sam 
Steiger, the cowboy congressman from 
Prescott, Ariz., has boasted over Ari­ 
zona T\ that the White House, h»d 
sounded him out about serving in the 
cabinet as secretary ol the interior. 
His constituent1, were properly im­ 
pressed. presumably, over the high es­ 
teem. in which their congressman is 
held in Washington. Most environmen­ 
talists were dismayed, however, over 
the possibility that “Slippery Sam” 
might be put in charge of the nation's 
interior. 
The* felt sure, .mowing his record, 
that he w oJd turn the wilderness into 
th** private preserve of the special in­ 
terests. 
but the environmentalists may have 
been premature in their alarm . We 
have checked into Steiger’s claim that 
he is in demand for the cabinet. A spo­ 
kesman assured us that no one at the 
White Hou«e ever asked Steiger to be 
secretary of the interior.

TQM TIEDE 
Earl Butz: Let 
'em eat optimism 


WASHINGTON — It appears the American grocery con­ 
sumer may not have Earl Butz to kick around much longer. 
Word from sources in the administration is that the con­ 
troversial, federal food fumbler is likely to be replaced soon 
as Agriculture secretary. Specifically, “ He should be out by 
the New Year.” 
The departure, if mercy and Gerald Ford do indeed will it, 
should restore joy to the aisles of the supermarkets and hope 
to the hogpens of the land. The policies of this man — “Butz 
Bungles,” as they are called by his own lieutenants — have 
played a fertilizing part in elevating many common foodstuffs 
to the cost equivalents of precious metals. He will be remem­ 
bered as the man who added beef to the list of items one must 
purchase on the time-payment plan. 
Recollections of his public service water the eyes. In 1972. as 
a Senate investigation committee later determined, Butz fid­ 
dled idly while the Russians raided the nation’s grain silos of 
some 700 million bushels. At the time Butz called the theft 
“the greatest transaction of its kind in world history.” For the 
Russians yes. For Americans it amounted to a destruction of 
national food supply structures, a waste of as much as $300 
million in taxpayer funds and the fueling of grocery bill infla­ 
tion which continues to this day. 
The secretary has never admitted erring on the w'heat sale, 
naturally. His tactic since has been to blame higher prices on 
consumers. When checkout stand conditions became so gloomy 
last year that desperate housewives staged a national boycott, 
Butz called the women “stupid” and “crazed” and said they 
were upsetting delicate forces of economic realities in the 
farm industry. His clumsiness with the ladies resulted not only 
in his loss of plausibility with civilians but with his own civil 
servants as well. During the boycott, one Agriculture staffer 
wrote Butz that “the absurdities of your rule have brought 
shame and denigration to our entire department.” 
The shame has not since evaporated. There is no less cre­ 
dible organ of government today than this giant countrified 
bureaucracy. At Butz’s direction it has misled the nation so 
often (in 1973, Agriculture predicted a 6 per cent food rise; it 
turned out to be Wfa), one petition has recommended “it be 
ground up, including the staff, and thrown out in the fields 
with the rest of the manure.” 
But weak as Butz’s past leadership has been, his present 
statesmanship in a food worried world is even more dis­ 
concerting. While many starve in th*' sub-Sahara and Indians 
u*ait at the brink of drought disaster. Butz glibly brushes cau­ 
tion aside to assure one and all, the fed and the unfed, “there 
is no reason to panic." 
It must be reassuring for that 1 rgejx>rtion of mankind that 
Is perpetualiv hungry to hiar that the U.S. Agriculture secret­ 
ary is optimistic. "There will be no ma^s starvation,” says 
Earl Butz. this at a time, woefully, when mothers in Africa 
watch their babies bloat up, turn otange and quietly die for 
lack of a tew lousy ounces of grain. 
There are those who insist that all these “Butz Bungles,’’ 
whether foreign or domesuc, have been rooted simply in over- 
optimism. thus the secretary has been guilty mamly of try­ 
ing, albeit awkwardly, to spread sunshine in Iowa and in Af­ 
rica. This assessment is charity in the extreme. When it 
comes to food availability and planning, particularly in a 
w-orld that grows by 75-million mouths a year, leadership must 
for the sake of humanity err only on the side of alarm. 
This is why the expected exit of Earl Butz is so welcome 
The fellow has obtuse cheeriness. Food is not som ething Jor 
Pol Ivanna play, it is a subject for grim realists. People who 
smile at the Agriculture department these days probably just 
don’t understand the situation.

So now we 
the people, are saddled 
with increased taxes for government 
handouts and increased prices for in­ 
dustry handouts. 


Respected economist Milton Fried­ 
man says, "Business has only one so­ 
cial responsibility and that is to make 
and sell a good product for a fair and 
honest profit." 


Friedman feels >trongly about the 
corporation executives who boast that 
they use corporate money to feed, 
school, doctor or otherwise care for 
poor people. He says they invite inves­ 
tigation by the antitrust division of the 
Department of Justice. 
Others feel the same way. Prof. Hen­

Help is possible for tic douloureux

DEAR DR. LAMB — 1 am a victim 
of tic douloureux and have bee-’, for 
several years. I have had several alco­ 
hol injections which only last a short 
time or a month or two. 1 have suf­ 
fered intense pain at times. I have also 
read about carbamazepine. Would it 
work’ Also, how serious is it to have 
the nerve cut? That is the next step for 
me, and I dread it. I know surgery has 
to go into the skull to have it done. 
DEAR READER — Tic douloureux 
sends sharp stabbing pain into the jaw. 
I don’t have to tell you that it is excru­ 
ciating pain, one of the worst expe­ 
rienced by man. The problem has been 
known for 2,000 years at least. 
The pain follows the distribution of 
fibers from the same nerve that comes 
out of the brain and supplies the jaw 
muscles, the trigeminal nerve. This is 
why it is called trigeminal neuralga. 
The alcohol injections are used to dea­ 
den the nerve. But, you are right, they 
often don’t last very long Carbamaze- 
pine and some other medicines have 
been used with varied success. In the 
long run they often don’t work. 
Surgery is done and the nerve cut. 
The problem is that this m ay affect 


the muscles to the jaw and face. How­ 
ever, there is 
1 relatively new tech* 
r.ique that may be useful to many 
people with yo>r problem, it is called 
electro .oagulaticm. 
Actually, 
if 
was 
first tried in Germany in ln31. Using 
an electrical needle, heat was introdu­ 
ced to the iierve and in this way nerve 
fibers were des'royed. The problem 
was that the original technique, like 
surgery’, destroyed more than just the 
pain fibers. 
Dr. John M. Tew. Jr. of the Univers­ 
ity of Cincinnati College of Medicine 
and Dr. William Sweet of Harvard de­ 
veloped a technique to destroy only the 
pain fibers. 
Here’s how it is done. The needle is 
inserted into the nerve fibers, usually 
under the cheekbone. A small current 
is introduced through the nerve and if 
the needle is in a nerve fiber the pain 
will be reproduced. The larger current 
is then introduced directly into that 
nerve fiber. If the small current af­ 
fects the facial muscles the doctor 
knows the large current will cause 
problems and tries again to find the 
right fiber within the bundle of nerve 
fibers. 
The pain fibers do not have a good 


sheath around them and are more eas- 
il" destroyed than the fibers for sense 
of touch and movement of muscles. 
The pain fibeis literally are not as well 
Insulated. 
ihus far rhe results from this tech­ 
nique have been quite good, particu­ 
la rly for a problem that has not been 
successfully treated for about 2,000 
years. Dr. Tew claims success in 93 
per cent of cases treated to date. And, 
the procedure can be done in patients 
who have fairly poor health with a 
minimal am ouu of problems. There is 
no need for surgery or go inside the 
skull. 
\ 
The one big drawback to date is that 
it is new and not many doctors are 
trained or equipped to use this proce­ 
dure. That, 
however, 
is 
bound 
to 
change when a good solution is at 
hand tn provide meaningful relief to an 
age old m ilady.

West confesses: 'Its time to 
' 


INGLEWOOD. Calif. (UP1) - “ I 
know myself better than anvone else.” 
said Jerry West, fighting back tears, 
‘i t ’s time to retire.” 
The 36-year-old West, 
praised by 
many as the best guard ever to play 
pro basketball, told a news conference 
Thursday he could no longer play the 
game the way he wants to. 
“ Maybe 1 just expect too much of 
myself,” the Los Angeles Laker star 
guard said, ‘ but if you set standards 
for yourself and then you are willing to 
sacrifice them, you’re not being honest 
to yourself. 
“ Playing basketball has always been 
easy for me. The older you get, the 
harder it is. I’m not willing to compro­ 
mise my standards.” 


West’s retirem ent came in the midst 
of Laker preparations for the 1974-75 
campaign. West admitted he was phys­ 
ically sound and had been moderately 
pleased with his play in an exhibition 
game last week. 
“ I could play another year,” he said, 
“but not the way I want to play. I 
have seen other players continue play­ 
ing long after they should. 1 don’t want 
to do that.” 
West, a 13-time All-Pro and one of 
only three players to score over 25,000 
points in his career, was hobbled by a 
ragging abdominal injury last season 
and missed over half of the season. 
West considered retiring at the end 
of last season, but decided to give it 
one more try this spring. His coach, 


Bill Sharman, urged West to keep play­ 
ing and respectfully disagreed with the 
decision to retire. 
“Jerry has told me he thought he 
couldn’t perform up to his standards,” 
Sharman said. “ But there is no ques­ 


tion in my mind that he would still be 
the best guard in the league if he play­ 
ed another year.” 
West, a country boy from Cheylan, 
W. Va., was the Lakers’ first-round 
draft choice in 1960 from West Vir-

ginia, where he was a three-time All- 
America and a standout on the U.S. 
I960 Olympic team. 
He and Elgin Baylor teamed up 
against the Bill Russell-led Boston Cel­ 
tics six times in NBA playoffs during 
the 60s. The Lakers, despite last-min­ 
ute heroics which earned West the 
nickname “ Mr. Clutch,” lost to the 
Celtics in 1962, 1963, 1965, 1966, 1968 
and 1969. 
In 1972, a year in which West aver­ 
aged 25.8 points, West and Wilt Cham­ 
berlain led Los Angeles to its first-ever 
world title in a four-games-to-one de­ 
feat of the New York Knicks. 


West leaves the NBA as the all-time 
leading scorer in playoff action. 
“Nothing could ever replace the year 


we won the championship,” West said. 
“ Everything went right for the team 
and for me that year.” 
West, the only Laker who has been 
with the team since it moved here 
from Minneapolis in 1960, intends to 
stay employed for team owner Jack 
Kent Cooke’s California Sports Inc., al­ 
though he’s still unsure what he’ll be 
doing. 
“ I have seen basketball grow from 
nothing in this town and I intend to 
stay here,” he said. “ I don’t know 
what I’ll do in the future, but I’m not 
worried.” 
“ I’ve been living the life of a boy all 
my life. I think the hardest thing will 
be to leave that and start being an 
adult.”

pion Spark Plug Motorcycle 
Classics at Ontario Motor Speed­ 
way. 


It’s Kenny Roberts and Giacomo 
Agostini against the rest of a star- 


studded international motorcycle field 
in what veteran observers rate as the 
most unpredictable and exciting of all 
Champion Spark Plug Motorcycle Clas­ 
sics this Sunday at Ontario Motor 
Speedway. 
It’s unpredictable because for the 
first time in the race’s four-year histo­ 
ry, the motorcycles will be competing 
in a counter-clockwise direction and on 
a redesigned and shortened 2.9 mile 
version of Ontario’s elder and longer 
21-tum road course. The new course is 
expected to afford spectators closer 
views of the racing than ever before. 
And the Champion Spark Plug Clas­ 
sic race is exciting because it pits riv­ 
als Roberts and Agostini against one 
another for the last time in 1974. 
An explosive supporting cast of ace 
bike racers from five nations including 
“Teppi” Lansivouri of Finland, Barry 
Sheene of Britain, John Boote of New 
Zealand, Hansueli Rothermaam of Swit­ 
zerland and spectacular Yvon du Ha­ 
mel of Canada will be chasing U.S. 
Champion Roberts and 14-time world 
titlist Agostini of Italy around On­ 
tario’s 2.9 miles of high-speed blacktop. 
At stake in the Roberts vs Agostini 
battle will be prestige, cash (about 
$30,000 to the winner) — and settle­ 
ment of a seven-month long feud be­ 
tween the two superstars. Thev’H be 
eyeing one another from the low-slung 
saddles of their blazing 180 m.p.h.

Agostini, who recently wrapped up 
the 350cc motorcycle world champion­ 
ship despite missing part of the season 
due to injury, beat Roberts in their 
only other U.S. meeting, in the Day­ 
tona 200 last March. 
The Ontario race m arks the first- 
ever California start for the legendary

Meanwhile, Roberts, a Calif »mian

championship two weeks ago at Terre 
Haute, Ind. Only in his third year as a 
top-seeded pro, the 22-year old Roberts 
recently became only the second rider 
in American Motorcycle Association 


history to win all five types of AMA- 
sanctior.ed bike races. 
But though he has beaten most of the 
world’s top two wheel racers, Roberts 
has yet to beat Agostini. That’s what 
makes the Ontario race so dram atic. 
Roberts, Agostini and approximately

Radio and TV: fast messengers 


Television sets have com­ 
piled a remarkable record of 
safety. But like any electrical 
appliance, certain common- 
sense rules should be ob­ 
served in their installation 
and operation to avoid any 
possibility of hazard. 
1. Don’t handle or operate 
any 
<•’' pliunce 
which 
con­ 
nects to the .power line while 
your body is in contact with 
water pipes, sinks or bathtubs 
full of water, damp earth or 
damp basement floors. 
2. If your set Is equipped 
w i t h a notarized plug (one) 
which will fit in the socket 
only one way), don’t defeat 
Its purpose. If it won’t fit into 
the elcrtrlcal outlet, contact 
vour dealer for assistance. 


3. Never remove the back 
cover of the set. Even if the 
set is unplugged, a powerful 
e l e c t r i c a l charge can be 
stored there under certain 
circumstances. 
4. Don’t drop or push ob­ 
jects into the ventilating slots 
in Jhe cabinet, or obstruct 
these openings. Don’t place 
the set in a "built-in” en­ 
closure unless proper ventila­ 
tion is provided. 
5. Never operate a set if li­ 
quid has accidentally spilled 
on it or If it has been exposed 
to rain or excessive moisture. 
Have it checked by a service 
technician before using it. 
6. Turn off the set before 
cleaning the face of the pic­ 
ture tube. 


7. Don’t add 
accessories, 
such as extension speakers or 
record players, to a set which 
has not been designed for this 
purpose. 
8. Make certain that out­ 
door antennas ard 
lead-in

Which recorder is right for you? 


If you’ve been shopping for 
y o u r first tape recorder, 
you’ve probably already dis­ 
covered that you can buy a 
cassette portable for less than 
530, or pay more than $1,000 
for a proicssional-type open- 
reel deck. 
By now you also know there 
are three tape systems — 
cartridge, cassette and open- 
reel — and that all three are 
Incompatible. .All told, there 
are 
literally 
hundreds 
of 
makes and models to choose 
from. 
So ho > do you go about se­ 
lecting a recorder? 
Actually, it's not as difficult 
as it seems. But before you 
go shopping, you should de­ 
cide which type system is 
right for you. 
Open-reel: 
Originally,

You have to thread open- 
reel tape yourself, but these 
machines are more versatile 
than the more convenient car­

They’re capable ol very high 
fidelity indeed, or of incredib­ 
ly long playing time on a 
single reel of tape, thanks to 
the choice oi tape 
speed* 
available on most machines. 
It’s fairly easy to edit open- 
reel tapes and to do creative 
selective recording. 
Cartridge: 
Originally 
de­ 
signed for use in automobiles, 
the carirdge system utilizes 
an endless loop of tape en­ 
cased in a plastic shell about 
the size of a paperback novel. 
If you already h ive a car- 
tridjge player in your car, 
chances are you’ll lie consid­ 
ering either a playback deck 
or a recorder-ptayer lor your 
living room as well.
